PARIS, Oct. 2.—That Soviet rule will 
crumble before the end of Winter is 
the growing belief in France. This 
sentiment is not as in the days when 
Kolchak and Denikin were shouting vic- 
tory, just the outcome of hope, dislike 
of the Bolsheviki and ignorance of the 
facts. Reports of French agents from 
many quarters of Eastern Europe all 
point to the same conclusion, which is 
daily being strengthenéd by events that 
happen for all to see. 

And- this time France herself is tak- 
ing a hand in the game. . How big that 
hand is and how it is to be played the 
future will reveal, but that France will 
Play it—is playing it now—is certain. 

‘Today’s Temps prints a dispatch from 
Warsaw foreshadowing the rupture of 
the Russo-Polish peacé negotiations at 
Riga. The cogresmaaant states states that the 
Polish Foreign Minister, Prince Sapitha, 
who hitherto has been leader of the 
peace party, has declared that the Bol- 
shevist terms are unacceptable, especially 
“ag concerns recognition of the autonomy 
of Russia and the Ukraine and of a 
plebiscite In Bast Galicia.

driver of the mail truck and declared he 
was intoxicated. his ‘verified an 
opinion held by the policeman who was 
called to report on the accident, The 

ur was held-on a chargé of hoihi- 
cide. ‘He described’ himself as John T. 
Riordan of 658 West Fifty-first Street 

The police said the truck had no- mail 
in it and that Riordan admitted he was 
on his: way from a garage in ‘West 
Twenty-third Street to, his home in West 
Fifty-first Street. He denied he was 
driving at excessive speed and ‘said it 
was his usual custom to drivé home in 
the truck. ~ 

Several Children Slightly Hurt. 

The three children comprised: the fam- 
ily of Charles ‘“Vanderveer . of 708 
Eleventh Avenue, and were playing with 
several companions ‘near the sidewalk on 
the east side of the street when the 
truck rushed into the group, hurling 
the children in all directions. Some of 
them were only slightly injured and ran 
away to their homes before the police 
could get their names and make ‘notes 
upon their injuries. 

Three of the children remained pros- 
trate upon the ground as the truck sped 
on up the street without slackening its 
pace. These were Charles Vanderveer, 
10 years old, who died on the operating 
table in Roosevelt Hospital as surgeons 
hurried preparations to save his life, ' 
and the twins of the Vanderveer family, 
Rita, 7 years old, and George. Both 
children were reported last night in a 
critical condition, with slight chance for 
recovery. Their parents remained at the 
hospital all evening with detectives, who 
were waiting at the bedside to get an 
account of the accident as soon as. the 
children regained consciousness. 

The fourth child who was injured was 
Walter Stringer, 5 years old, of 710 
Eleventh Avenue.. He also was taken 
‘to Roosevelt -Hospital; suffering from 
severe lacerations and contusions, where 
surgeons said lie would recover. 

Several men who saw the accident 
gave chase to the fleeing truck in an 
automobile and overhauled it after a 
run of three blocks. They pulled the 
driver from the seat and hurried back 
to Fifty-first Street, where they picked 
up the three children and went’ to 
Roosevelt Hospital, At the hospital Dr, 
Cowan also examined the chauffeur and 
rendered his opinion to the police: that 
the chauffeur was intoxicated.

WILSON’S CORNER, Ohio, Oct. 2.— 
When Senator Harding stepped today 
upon the platform of the Ohio Farmers’ 
picnic here—a platform consisting of 
boards laid across bales of straw—a 
white bearded agriculturist in a high- 
pitched voice called fot three cheet's for 
“Uncle Warren.” Thcy were “given 
lustily by the 10,000 farmers present, 
and until the last hand was shaken, 
after the speech-making, the Senator 
was greeted as ‘‘ Uncle Warrer."’

flag-raising that was held at a cross- 
roads here, between West Jefferson and 
Plain City. No one could say how 
many ‘‘yaller legged ’’ chickens had 
been sacrificed for the occasion, but 
when the farmers and the Harding 
party finished eating nothing was left 
except a pile of bones that couldn’t give 
comfort to the smallest hungry dog. 
Senator Marding digressed from his 
written speech on agricultural subjects 
to answer critics contrasting his utter-

‘There has been some criticism,’’ the 


Senator said, ‘‘ because my position as 
candidate has not precisely been the po- 
sition I took as a member of the United 
States Senate in dealing with the Peace 
Treaty and the League of Nations. 

**I beg to remind you that as a mem- 
ber of the Senate I had no choice, I 
could only deal with the covenant which 
the President brought and laid down for 
us.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—The League 


of Nations is today the big political | 


issue before the American people, ac- 
cording to both Democratic and Repub- 
can leaders. Senators of both parties 
who have returned from Western trips 
say that the only interest evinced by 
the voters is over this subject. 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska,. who 
led the fight for ratification of the Ver- 
sailles” Treaty, and Senator Borah of 
Idaho, one of the irreconcilablea, agreed 
today that the voters were showing little 
interest in the discussion of other issues, 
but would remain until all hours to hear 
explanations of the League covenant. 
Mr. Hitchcock asserted that the people 
wanted a league, while Senator Borah 
said their interest was devoted to learn- 
ing how a league would work in prac- 
whether it would take the 
United States into the broils of Europe. 

The Democrats intend to emphasize 
the ‘League in the remaining days of the 
campaign. There will be a conference of 
leaders next week to decide. how to 
bring the League issue most effectively 
before the people. Some of. Governor 
Cox’s friends at the start of the: cam- 
paign thought that the League should be 
subordinated to some extent. Before 
long, however, according to one leader, 
who himself has not approved some 
official acts of President Wilson, it 
became apparent that the President 
stood stronger among the people because 
of the League than the politicians had 
supposed. While these men found that 
there was a feeling among voters that 
the Administration had been extravagant 
and autgcratic in some respects, yet the 
“desire for a change,’’ shown in -the 
early days of the campaign, they say, is 
now giving way to earnest thought about 
the League. A 

President Wilson has been asked to 
make speeches in several cities by Demo- 
crats and Republicans who believe ‘in 
the League of Nations. That he will 
soon respond to the call of party lead- 
ers and publish statements on the 
League is certain. If his physician per- 
mits, he may even make.a speech toward 
the end of the campaign. 

The Republican managers have also 
found that many of their voters are de- 
manding the entrance of the United 
States into some League of Nations. 

Senator Borah’s apparent break with 
the party management for the purpose 
of continuing an independent fight to 
elect irreconcilable. Senators and in- 
crease opposition to the League prom- 
ises to bring the League issue to a focus 
in the Republican ranks. Senator Borah 
will make a speech at. Danbury, Conn., 
Monday, when he will make it clear that 
he is opposed to any League. He will 
give notice of what he expects the Re- 
publican ty to do in conformity with 
its platform declaration on the League. 
It is generally believed..that his views 
will be so completely opposed to all sug- 
gestions of Senator Harding as to possi-

League Principal Theme in 
Kentucky Speeches. 


HENDERSON, Ky., Oct. 2.—Senator 
Harding is facing g serious split in the 
Republican Party ause of his failure 
to state: “plainly and unequivocally ”’’ 
his exact position on the League of Na- 
tions, Franklin D. Rooseveit declared in 
a series of speéches In Western Ken- 


tucky today. 

At Madisonvilts, Mr. Roosevelt was in- 
troduced by Mrs. J, Flem. ,Gordon, a 
sister of the late United States Senator 
Ollie M, James. Although the League of 
Nations was his principal theme, Mr.

Ten per cent. of all money taken in at every game will go to the Na- 
tional Commission. The players’ pool is made up to 60 per cent. of. the 
money taken in at the first five games after the National Commission's 
share has been deducted. Of the players’ pool 75 per cent. will be divided 
among the Brooklyn and Cleveland players on-a basis of 60 per cent. to the 
winning team and 40 per cent. to the losing team.

For the sixth and seventh 
games, if played, the club owners of the contesting teams will get 50 per 
cent. of the net, the remainder going into the league treasuries. If the 
eighth and ninth games are played the owners will divide 25 per cent. of the 
net and the league treasuries will receive 75 per cent.

EXPECT 25,000 AT 
GAMES IN BROOKLYN 


Club Officials Arrange for More 
_Fans Than They Handled 
in 1916 Series. 


According to plans being made to 
handle the crowds at Ebbets Field dur- 
ing the world’s series games at Brook- 
lyn it is probable that close to 25,000 
fans will be permitted to look on while 
the Robins and Indians clash. When 
the Robins met the Red Sox in 1916 
two games were played, the official at- 
tendance figures being 21,087 and 21,662, 
respectively. Arrangements now -under 
way will allow for more than 2,000 addi- 
tional fans. 

The big double-deck grandstand at 
Ebbets Field will accommodate about 
16,000 fans. According to the division 
of seats for the coming series, there are 
5,674 seats in the five-dollar section 
and 9,005 seats at $3 each. Adding the 
boxes to the 14,679 reserved seats, the 
stands will hold about 16,000. The tem- 
porary bleachers in left field will care 
for 3,000 more and the temporary section 


along the left-field wall will hold about, 


3,000 more, Standing room in the back 
of the stands and in the outfield will 
run the figure up beyond the 24,000 
mark, according to present plans. 

Right field is the sun field at Flat- 
bush Park and it is the shortest sec- 
tion of the grounds. There will he 
no stands in this territory nor. will 
standing room be provided. While not 
as close as the right field wall at the 
park of the Philadelphia Nationals, at 
League Park in Cleveland or even the |} 
point where the foul line meets the 
stand in right field at the Polo Grounds, 
this section of the Flatbush field is 
shorter. than the average for major 
league playing fields. The outfielders 
are somewhat restricted while near the 
foul line, but’ as the wall verges to 
centre there is- plenty of territory for 
the fly chasers and few batsmen will 
hit the wall on the fly. 

Centre and left fields will furnish no 
restrictions to the ground covering abil- 
yd of their occupants. Centre field is

LEAGUE PARK HAS 
SHORT RIGHT FIRLD 


Home of Indians Resembles 
Brooklyn Park in Outfield— 
Plans for 28,000 Fans. 


League Park, Cleveland, the home of 
Tris Speaker’s Indians, is situated at 
Lexington Avenue and Sixty - sixth 
Street, or about three miles.from the 
centre of this thriving city on the banks 
of Lake Erie. The park was constructed 
by Charles W. Somers, who owned the 
Cleveland Club before James C. Dunn 
acquired control in 1916. When erected 
it was thought that the seating accom- 
‘modations would answer all demands for 
years to come, but this year the park 
has been totally inadequate. 

The permanent seats at Ledgue Park 
will accommodate about 21,000. This 
includes the double deck grandstand 
and the covered pavilions in right and 
left field, parallel to the foul lines. 
During the season now drawing to a 
close President Dunn erected some new 
bleachers in left centre field and he has 
a force of men now at work on tempo- 
rary stands which will enable him to 
handle about 6,500 in these outfield sec- 
tions. The total capacity of the park for 
the world’s series will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 28,000. 

Like Ebbets Field in Brooklyn, League 
Park is shortest in the right field sec- 
tion. There are no seats in fair terri-

Years ago, when baseball was just blos- 
soming forth into the national institution 
it has become, and shortly after the 
American League had established a firm 
footing on the baseball highway, Tom 
Connolly, now the dean of American 
League umpires, and Hank O’Day were 
the umpires in the first of the so-called 
modern world’s series—that between the 
Pittsburgh National League Club and 
the Boston American League Club. That 
was seventeen years ago this Autumn, in 
1903. A striking coincidence in this re- 
spect is the fact that Bill Dinneen was 
the star pitcher of the Boston Club in 
that series, and this year he will team 
with Connolly as the American League 
umpires. 

This will be the fifth appearance to- 
gether in basebafl’s classic.of Connolly 
and O'Day. After 1903 they met in 1908, 


1910 and 1916, and will meet again this! 


year. Thus, after seventeen years, the 

men who umpired the first series be- 

tween the champions of the National and 

American Leagues will officiate again. 

This covers a long strentch of time as 

time is measured by sport’s hour glass.

This will be the third time that Klem 
and O’Day have teamed up to represent 


| the National League in the Fall feature. 


Prior to this year, they were partners 
in 1908 and 1918. Incidentally, ‘the 1908 
series was the first that Klem officiated 
in. Since that time he has been among 
the missing in only three series—those 
of 1910, 1916 and last year. O'Day 
missed the series of 1906, 1909, i911, 
1912, 1913, 1014, 1915, 1917 and 1919.

Commissioner Says Children Should

OSSINING, Oct. 2.—Negotiations have 
been opened by the United States Gov- 
ernment to get the New York State 
Prison Department to contract to hoard 
Federal prisoners at Sing Sing again. 

Whether the State. will .acdipt them 
depends. largely on the amount the 
Washington authorities are: willing to 
pay. Besides boarding out male crimi- 
nals the Federal authorities would like 
to send some females to Auburn. prison. 
For over fifty yeafs Sirig Sing re- 
ceived Federal prisoners who were 
boarded out there. The last celebrated 
malefactor was Cornelius L. Alvord, de- 


faulting cashier, who stole $750,000 from 
a national bank in Manhattan. They 
weré boarded for about 40 cents a-day, 
but the State received money for their 
labor from contractors.

A VISIT TO YUROVSKY.  - 
Elizabethan dramatists never imag- 
ined anything more horrible than the 
butchery of Czar NICHOLAS and’) his. fam- 
ily in the cellar of the dreadful ‘prison 
house at Ekaterinburg. The investiga- 
tion made by Admiral KOLCHAK’S, direc- 
tion brought out the truth, which’seémed 
likely to be hidden forever in the mine 
shaft of the Kopchiki forest. All the 
guilty are known, and some of them ap- 
parently still live. The Bolsheviki them- 
selves do not like to talk about the 
crime, and in the fullness of time it may 
prove a stronger influence in their un- 
doing than the despotism and iniquities 
éf their Government. - In an article in The 
Nineteenth Century Captain -FRaNcis 
McCuLtacH, a British army officer and 
intrepid correspondent, reconstructs the 
story and adds details to a tragedy that 
will always hold the attention of man- 
kind. He dared to live for several weeks 
under the Red. Governinent at Ekaterin- 
burg to seek and talk to wittiesses, and 
he made a call upon the. arch-murderer 
Yurovsky, alone, because he could get 
no Bolshevik to keep him’ company. 
Most of McCuLLAGH’s material is, of 
course, gleaned from the official Kolchak 
records, but the narrative he presents is 
more nearly complete and dramatic than 
that of any of his predecessors. He 
talked with everybody who knew any- 
thing about the deed, he visited. the for- 
est where Yurovsky endeavored to de- 
stroy all the evidence of it, and he gives 
an unforgetable picture of the Ippatiev 
house where the imperial family dragged 
out a tortured existence until an end was 
put to it with revolver, bayonet and butt 
by Yurovsky, his Red companions and 
the Lettish soldiers. 

The cellar where the murders were 
done is now used as a Bolshevist club. 
When McCuLiacH was in Ekaterinburg 
Yurovsxy, who shot the Czar himself, 
‘although as’ “commandant” of “Ippa- 
tievsky House he might have ordered one 
of his villainous Letts to kill NicHoLas, 
occupied a house within plain sight of 
the scene of the crime. YUROVSKY could 
eee the cellar from “his” draving-room. 
window. He might. have hidden himself 
in Moscow or skulked in Petrograd, but 
he was drawn as by a magnet to the 
vicinage. Possibly he thought himself 
safer in the town where he still had 
some influence, malign as it was. Mc- 
CULLAGH is of the opinion that the Czar 
had no foreboding of the fate of himself 
and his household» when YUROVSKY en- 
tered his bedroom on: the night of July 
'16—without ceremony, as usual—and 
told him to get up, as the Czechs were 
near the town in their advance to make 
an end of the Red Government and seize 
its officials.. “It would be better for 
you and your family,” said the always 
unweloome visitor, “to come down into’ 
“ the cellar, as there may be fighting in 
“the streetsband stray bullets may come 
“through these *windows.” « ‘Fhe Czechs 
were still far away; they. iid, not: reach 
the suburbs of the ‘town for ten days. 
From Sverpiov, the-“‘Red Czar,” the or- 
der had. come to destroy the imperial 


family, and Yurovsxy' had had it coun- 


tetsigned by the local Soviet. Captain 
MoCuLLAGH. says that “no. .record has |. 
“been found to show that the Bolshévist. 
“ Government ordered the murder, which 
“was probably due’ to YUROVSKY’s fear 
“that the Czar might be rescued by the 
“ Czechoslovaks.” As it is doubtful 
whether the “ commandant” would have 
taken his orders from the local Soviet 
alone, Captain McCuLLAGH is probably 
wrong about this. ‘Does not the Kolchak 
investigation. show that he had instruc- 
tions from some one “higher up,”. and 
that YUROVSKY would not go ahead until 
the local Reds indorsed them? 

A few minutes -after thé Czar, the | 
Czarina, and her son and daughters, tg 
gether with Dr. Borkin and ‘three serv- 
ants, descended into. the cellar their 
bodies lay on the floor. NicHotas tried 
to make an appeal to the executioners to 
spare his wife and children, but his lips 
were still moving when he was. shot 
through the head by Yurovsxy. The 
carrying of the bodies to the forest, 
the disfigurement of the faces with 
sulphuric acid, and the burning of 
bodies and clothing to destroy the last 
vestige of evidence have been described. 
in affidavits made in the Kolchak inves- 
tigation. .Yurovsky, who superintended 
the hideous. business, failed in his pur- 
pose. It was possible to demonstrate the 
tragedy from ise and jewels found in 
the ashes. .

SOCIAL CONSCIOUSNESS. 


At last week’s conference of the Na- 
tional Federation of Settlements JANE 
ADDAMS declared that “ modification ‘of 
“our ideals of private property is: at 
“hand. Nothing is more certain than the 
“imminence of social change.” This.em- 
barrasses the social settlement workers, 
because class consciousness is going ‘to 
such lengths that the Federation is’ hin- 
dered in maintaining its’ middle-of-the- 
road position between capital and labor. 
There is no denying that the workers 
have had matters much their own way in 
many lands. In this city landlords who 
have had their rents regulated as if 
they were the earnings of the franchise 
of a public utility may seem to have had 
experience with the modified, ideals of 
private’ property. But there are signs to 
the contrary in several lands. Private 
property has always been held subject to 
the rights-of the sovereign. There is no 
more Bolshevism in the idea that private 
property is subject to community welfare. 
than there is in Miss Appams’s idea that 
“the coming of a better life for ‘the 
““ workers is the great movement of our 
“ day. 7 + 

It is; but Russia’s experience is con- 
vincing the workers in other Ignds that 
they cannot prosper by fattening on the 
body of the community. Enlightenment 
has much work yet to do before producing 
what has been called the “ passion for the 
common good,” planted here when the 
Pilgrims landed at Plymouth. There is 
not too much in common between: the 
Pilgrims. and thé Federation of Labor, 
but its sécession’ last week from the class- 
conscious propaganda embodied in the 
British program of “the surplus wealth 
‘for the common good” shows more than 
dawning social consciousness in American 
labor. It ‘also shows: intelligent percep- 
tion that no surplus of wealth will be 
produced to be seized for the common 
- good if any class is deprived of earnings, 
or profits, or any other form of property, 
for. the benefit of any other class. It is 
as wrong, and therefore as un-American, 
for labor to exploit capital as for capital 
to exploit labor. Both policies are equal- 
ly inhumane, because equally prejudicial 
to the common good. That is a theory 
which becomes a condition when put into 
practice. For example, Izvestia, the offi- 
cial Russian Soviet organ, last wéek said 
that of 1,500 industries in the Bolshevist* 
¢apital only 1,009 are able to work. In 
that land of unlimited man power more 
than 65 pér cent, of man power is lacking 
in the national industries. Production 
has decreased 80 per cent. and 60 per 
cent. of. the production is taken for the 
_ armies. 

In England there are signs of recoil 
at the edge of the abyss in the course 
taken by the miners. They have aban- 
doned their movément for the nationali- 
zation. of the mines—what might be 
 calied-the Russification of them—and are 
‘considering ja proposal te proportion 
wages to production. Not so long ago 
there would have been instant and total 
“ejection of such a plan. Labor hitherto 


| has generally demanded an average wage, 


so that no man might earn more than an- 
other. But what the strong did not pro- 
duce was lost both to the community and 
to the producer with super-capacity. The 
proportioning of wage to production 
signifies gain both to the community and 
to the worker who benefits it by benefit- 
-ing himself. The principle is applicable 
equally to capital and labor. There is no 
passion for the common good in taxing 
excess profits, the product of exceptional 
capacity, so that they will not be pro- 
duced, and therefore will be lost to the 
common good, to the wage earners and 
consumers as well as to the profiteers. 
The prevention of excess profits by pe- 
nalizing them has nothing of benevolence 
or humanity about it. The proportioning 
of wage to production signifies abandon-

AMERICA. AND AUSTRIA. 


A recent issue of the Viennese maga- 
zine Export und Industrie contains a@ 
really moving appeal for American help 
for Austria. The writer says that the 
problems of Austria, before the war, were 
never understood abroad; he might have 
added with equal truth that they were 
not understood by the rulers of Austria. 
But those days are past, and the Peace 
Treaty left Austria in pretty nearly 
hopeless condition. Things are apparent- 
ly getting better;*the newly freed neigh- 
bors df Austria, now that they realize 
that Vienna is no longer to be feared, 
are beginning to enter into commercial 
relations with its people; but the general 
situation is not one to inspire much hope. 
Austria shorn of her possessions, as was 
proper, and forbidden to join Germany, 
can hafdly stand alone. 

_ “Yet it is not as a beggar that Austria 
appeals to America, in this article at 
least..: The writer is. convinced that the 
enetgy and talents of his people are suf- 
ficient for them to earn their way, if 
only they can be helped. He observes:. 


Foreign nations, and America in par- _ 
ticular, must understand that here is 
, @ capable people in very great danger 
of utter ruin, which needs help, not 
in the form usual at present of. food 
credits, but of a political and economic 
character, if our present pitiable exist- 
ence is to be made humanly decent.

The 
visions of a new freedom which solaced 
Europeans depressed by the way things 
Were going at home were not vivid 
enough to-survive the discovery of the 
superficial cruditiés of America in the 
early nineteenth century; théy gave way 
to the idea of America as the land where 
money was god, and that vision did not

straits and needed America. 

And when it was worst needed, that 
old America reappeared. It was more 
valive in 1918 than ever before, and’con- 
siderably more alive than it is today. It 
would be an optimist indeed -who could 
survey America in 1920 and see any 
general inclination to offer spiritual or 
material help to anybody. Yet the 
America that awakened in 1918 is still 
alive, if asleep. Some day, pethaps, it 
may do something for Austria and the 
rest of Europe; but it is,to be feared 
that the proposals of the Viennese writer 
would find little support among us just 
now. 

As for making Vienna a centre for 
American commercial’ enterprise in 
Eastern Europe, as our Austrian ad- 
mirer proposes, there seems little hope 
of it now. As Mr. BoypEN truly ob- 
served at Brussels last week, Europe will 
have to stop fighting and getting ready 
to fight. before America is willing to put 
anything more into it; but even if 
Europe stops fighting, it may be a long 
time before America géts ready to cross 
the road for any Samaritan enterprises. 
The America that Vienna dreams of is, 
like most promised lands, in the clouds.

‘Reactions in the Eastern Kingdom to the Critical / At |

TOKIO, Aug. 30.—Perhaps the most alg- 
nificant and: certainly the least. debatable 
aspect of the present situation in Bastern 
Asia is to be found in the fact that the 
Japanese are taking the place of the Germans 
as the most thoroughly distiked and dis- 
trusted people on the face of the earth. After 
much and various conversation during the 


Jast two months with Americans, Britishers ’ 
‘and Chinese, all punctuated with abuse ‘of 


Japan, it merely adds a new touch of hope- 
lessness to the outlook to find my Japanese 
friends here #0 little disposed to. give ‘serious 
attention to the portentous implications of 
what is nothing short of an international 
judgment. Doubtless thé statesmen of Japan 
have more than enough of domestic problems 
to engage their solicitude, for the profound 
discontent that has shaken the bases of all 
human society has not failed to make itself 
felt in Nippon. It is true that no profound 
change in the political or social structure of ° 
the empire has ever come from below, but 
the old docility in the temper of the mass of 
the Japanese people is rapidly disappearing, 
and its place is being taken by an assertive~- 
ness—quite the reverse of good-natured—that 
is not without its ominous suggestion. That, 
however, merely complicates, without chang- 
ing, the essential character of the central 
problem of Japanese statesmanship—how to 
find profitable employment for the enérgy 
and resourcefulness of a people multiplying 
at a rate which has already overtaxed the 
available means of subsistence. 
lem has to be solved in the face of a hostile 
world, and ‘in spite of bitter and uncompro- 
mising opposition from other nations, it may 
well defy any peaceful. mode of settlement. 

This sufficiently obvious fact explains why 
the perpetuation of anti-Japanese feeling is a 
constant challenge to war. Leaving out of 
the reckoning the despicable an@ frankly 
criminal forms of anti-Japanese propaganda— 
the deliberate cultivation of racial animosity 
for the most sordid personal and political 
ends—what may be called the international 
bill of indictment agelnat the Japanese is a 
long one. 

First, and chiefly, they behaved badly 
during the war. They gave countenance to 
the belief that they expected, if they did not 
desire, the Germans to win. They were cer- 
tainly instant, in and out of season, in. pre- 
empting Asiatic and South American markets 
that the Germans could no longer ‘supply 
and from which other nations were tem- 
porarily débarred. But the main accusation 
against the Japanese merchants, railroads 
and shipping companies is that they took 
unfair means of making the most of their 
temporary advantage. They deliberately 
discriminated: against the transportation of 
competing merchandise, and the evidence is 
too strong to leave any doubt about itsvalidity 
that there was a systematic effort not only 
to delay the delivery of British and Amer- 
ican imports into Hastern Asia, but to have 
them arrive at their destination in a damaged 
condition. All this may have been, and 
probably was, the work of a reckless and 


unscrupulous minority of the Japanese trad- 


ing community, but’ the feeling that it 
engendered was very bitter and it rankles 
still. Add to this the system of preferential 
freight rates, which provoked the enactment 
of the Jones bill, and the apparent iIndis- 
position of Japanese steamship companies to 
adhere te any common agreement for uni- 
form charges, which bade fair to precipitate

Of course, back of all this there may be a 
feeling that the Japanese. are becoming 
formidable competitors in . foreign — trade 
because of their low overhead { éxpenses;

English or 
Americans. But when it comes to a question, 
say, of equipping China with the appliances 
of modern industrial activity the Japanese 
advantage in the cost of handling, business 
really counts for very Uttle. In fact,’ in 
spite of the marvelous things it has accom- 
plished in the last twenty-five years, the 
mechanical capacity of the Japdnese has 
some very distinct limitations. In & previous 
letter I gave the testimony of Mr, Geary ‘of 
the General Electric Compahy as to his 
experience with the adaptiveness of’ the 
Japanese in the matter of electric lamp 
production. But, in that case it muat be 
observed that the ability to rise ,equal to 
new conditions is being constantly fed from 
the parent source.

** America is still in a state of transi- 
tion, watching, studying. thinking, 
feeling and taitking herself into con- 
vietions which will alter the fate of - 
the world.’ 

He even specifies some of the ways 
in which American influence will 
make itself felt, even before she 
comes to a realization of that destiny 
of wortd-guardianship which he sees 
plainly befere her. Ovr spirit. being 
unalterably democratic, our power 
will be used “‘ ayzinst the tyranny of 
military castes and attempted op- 
pression of peoples.*’ it will*be used 
im both Engiand:and France in the 


;eonflict that is bound to come in 


both these countries hetween the old 
régime and the new, and in that con- 
flict it will be an arbitrating factor. 
Ita infimence will be the determin- 
ing power in the settlement of Ire- 
land “‘ on a basis of common sense, 
free from the silly old fetiches of his- 
toricaS enmities on both sides."’ 
America will interrene to give the 
German peoplo a chance of life after 
they have paid for their guilt in the 
war, ‘and will, I am sure, react 
against the stupid philosophy of en- 
during vengeance, with its desire to 
tmake a slave State in Central Eu- 
rope, which still animates bleody- 
minded men and women so passion- 
ate of revenge that they are kindling 
the fires of another terrible and dev- 
astating war."‘ This is a lerge order 
before America has even come to the 
realization of her power and destiny; 
and no American except a jingo 
would dare go so far as our English 
friend goes when he saye that *‘ she 
has attained the highest place among 
the peoples, and her will shall pre- 
vail, if it is based upon!’ justice and 
liberty.”* 

The reason he gives is that Amer- 
ica is ruled. by nobodies, while the 
old countries are ruled by a few 
somebodies. He wrote this in 1920, 
or at furthest back in 1919, when op- 
timistic Americans were saying that 
the rule of the few somébodies had 
passed away in most of Europe. 
The common man, he still believed at 
this late date, was the ruler~ in 





America as nowhere else. It is re-

@iebelief in Europe, in a welt-in- 
formed traveler and observer who be- 
lieves with all his heart in the Jie- 
mocracy which Tocqueville acimitted 
as a coming certainty without real 
liking for it. 

But, as we have said, thia states- 
manshin is only half of Gibbs’s book. 
It would not be fair to review it 
without giving a fair share lo the 
first half, in which he describes the 
American at home. This is marred 
only by the disadvantage of his posi- 
tion. He did not have much chance 
to’ go among the workingmen or 
among what in Europe would be de- 
scribed as ‘* the lower middle clazs."’ 
This leads him sometimes into error 
about American opinion and mode of 
life. 

He is all wrong, for instance, about 
Boston, where he seems to have met 
only the Brahmins, or at most the

This attitude dates back to the very 
beginning of his political career. For 
instance, when he was running for 
the Assembly his managers took him 
around to the saloons to get solid 
with their managers, as was the cus- 
tom in these days. The trip ended 
with the very first saloon, where the

for the bill was beaten.

The brilliancy of his service in the 
Legisiature is not well remembered 
now; it has been obscured by the 
greatness of his later life. Besides, 
if to the end of his career there were 
plenty of people who did not under- 
stand him, it is easy to see how he 
must have been misunderstood in 
that early period. Mr. Bishop has 
gathered together for our delectation 
some of the newspaper comments 
which Mflustrate this. In one paper 
he is described as

Drawn by Warren Wheelock. 
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Roosevelt of New ‘York, a blond 
young man with eyeglasses, English 
side whiskers, and. a Dundreary 
drawi in his speech.’’ Another re- 
fers to him editorially as ‘‘ the ex- 
quisite Mr. Roosevelt,’’ but he was 
no more the exquisite then than 
when he was the Rough Rider, and 
it is impossible to imagine him with 
@ Dundreary drawl. It was simply 
that an imaginary picture was drawn 
of him; he was a dude legislator, 
and, as Hilaire Belloc has pointed 
out, when you go traveling to see a 
certain type of native, that is the 
kind of native you see, even if he 
isn’t there at all. 

Yet at the end of every session the 
newspapers joined in a chorus of 
sincere praise for Roosevelt and what 
he had accomplished. He entered 
the New York Legislature at 23, and 
a year later he was the Republican 
leader. Partisanship was much more 
violent then than it has been in the 
Hewspapers in-recent years; that is 
to say, nowadays newspapers in 
great cities, except on the lower part 
of. the Pacific Coast, make an effort 
to treat the other party with some 
approach to fairness, which they did 
not do in those early eighties. Nev- 
ertheless, Democratic newspapers 
joined with Republican ones, except 
in the smaller cities, in giving Roose- 
velt full credit for the astonishing 
record of good legislation he had 
made as Republican leader. It was 
true that this record was non-parti- 
san, which undoubtedly had a good 
deal te do with it; for Roosevelt 
from the earliest, partisan as he al- 
ways was, was concerned only with 
the improvement of the condition of 
the people when it came to legiala- 
tion.

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The Beaver Awaits Sentence

N the walls of the Astor Place 
station of the east side sub- 
way may be scen tiled pict- 
ures of the beaver, symbols 

of the colossal Astur fortune, which 
had its beginning in the wealth 
afnassed by John Jacob Astor 
through the gathering and sale of 
beaver skine. The same animal ap- 
pears on the original seals of the 
early -Dutch settlements of New 
ds, New Amsterdam and 
New York. The beaver is still the 
national emblematic animal of Can- 
ada, and in the United States a 
number of. counties and more than 
a hundred rivers bear his name. 
There are upward of fifty Post Of- 
fices mail for which is addressed 
either plain ‘*‘ Beaver,” “' Beaver 
Pond,”" *‘ Beaver Meadow *’ or some 
ether combination in which the nae 
of the beaver is found. 

That this 2auimal has made such 
an impression upon North America 
is not surprising after reading the 
statement in Enos A. Milis's book, 
**In Beaver World,” to the effect 
that when Groadway was a trail 
through the woods the beaver popu- 
Jation of this continent was upward 
of one hundred million. 

Beaver skins were one of the chief 
mediums of exchange among the ear- 
Hest settlers of the United States 
and Canada. They were the stand- 
ard by which guns, sugar and cattle 
were evaluated, and for nearly 200 
years were one of the most impor- 
tant exports of both countries. 
These skins were used chiefly in the 
manufacture of beaver hats such as 
Sir Oliver Cromwell wore, or as 
Shakespeare described as the head- 
piece of Hamilet’s father. 

Kingsford's ** History of Canada "’ 
says that in the eighteenth century 
Canada exported moderate quantities 
of timber, wheat, ginseng root and 
other commodities, but from first to 
last she lived largely on beaver 
skins. Horace T. Martin, formerly 
Secretary of Agriculture for Canada, 
says of the beaver’s part in Canadian 
development that from the beginning 
that. animal ‘‘ has been associated 
with the industrial and commercial 
development, and indirectly with the

an interview with Dr. W. T. Horna- 
day, director of the Bronx Zoological 
Gardens, who has made a long study 
of the beaver, but the greater part 
from Mr. Mills’s book. referred to 
above. : 

Although ‘‘In Beaver World” is in 
ho sense a treatise on Castor cana- 
densia, as naturalists name the 
beaver, neither can it be looked upon 
as a traveler's impression of ‘* our 
first -engineers;"’ the author has 
observed beavers at their work and 
play in practically every State where 
they are found, and his studies have 
covered more than a quarter of a 
century. 

Mr. Mills is to be thanked for not 
making the common mistake of as- 
suming that his readers know con- 
siderable about the subject of his 
book. He wisely: surmises that the 
reader probably .knows nothing 
about the beaver, 


commences with the alphabet of 
beaverdom—a description of the ani- 
mal! itself that the reviewer takes 
the liberty of paraphrasing: 

It.is when he stands erect that the 
beaver presents the best appearance. 
Then his rather awkward, powerful 
figure has the happy and childish 
eagerness of the chipmunck and the 
alert and capable attitude of the 
listening grizzly bear. The average 
beaver is about thirty-eight inches 
in length and weighs about the samie 
niumber of pounds. The color of his 
fur is a reddish ‘brown, sometimes 
shading into a dark brown and more 
rarely a black. His tail is his most 
conspicuous feature; it somewhat 
resembles the-end of an oar in shape 
and is Covered with » black skin that 
hus the appearance of scales, though 
no scales actually exist. It serves 
its owner variously as rudder, stool, 
Prop, scull and signal club with 
which he can thwack the water a 
resounding slap of warning, playful- 
ness or derision. There is no basis 


-in fact for the common belief that 


the beaver uses his tail for a trowel. 

The beaver’s ears are short and 
rounded, his bind feet webbed like a 
Guck’s and his forepaws handlike. 
The latter are armed- with long, 
strong claws which make excellent 
excavating tools. The beaver is ac- 
complished in the use of his fore- 
paws, handling mud and sticks in 
them with great dexterity. His teeth 
are iarge, strong, and have self- 
sharpening enamel edges. The four 
front teeth are orange-colored and 
are set in strong jaws. Operating 
this equipment with powerful mus- 
cles the beaver can easily and quick. 
ly fell almost any tree. 

Reavers are swift and agile swim- 
mers andhbaveno trouble in negotiat- 
ing 200 yards under water without 
once coming to the surface for air 
They are able to remain under water 
for from five to ten minutes. This 
remarkabie capacity fer suspended 
breathing makes the water the bea- 
ver's sanctuary against ajl his foes. 

Beaver food is almost entirely the 
inner bark of such water-loving trees 
as the aspen, the cottonwood and the 
willow. The bark of the birch, alder. 
maple and box elder is also eaten. 
Only in times of dire emergency wil! 
the beaver eat the bark of pine, 
spruce or fir trees. Every Fall the 
members of all beaver colonies collect 
a pile of these woods sufficient to 
supply their ‘heeds threughout the 
Winter months of ice-enforced inac- 


are made of mud and turf, reinforced 
with polelike sticks. The beavers 
keep these walls in repair. and when 
they are frozen they are as strong 
as conerete. A house commonly has 
two entrances, but may have az 
many as five. All these emrnaces 
are through the ha of t 

which are dug upward from the bot- 
tom of the pond. These tunnels are 
always filled with water ahd the 
floor of the house itself is only a 
few inches above water level. Some- 
times the beaver’s house is built on 
the dam itself and sometimes on the 
shore, partiy in the water. In a 
few instances, where beavers have 
been obliged to hide the location of 
their homes, they have been known 
to live in burrows in the hanks of 
ponds or the banks of streams, 
but almost invariably the house rises 
from the pond proper. 

Water of some depth and area is 
as indispensable to beaver life as air 
is to ours. The beaver needs water 
as a ftefuge from his numerous and 
watchful enemies in the Summer- 
time, and in the Winter months 
water is the inviolable bolt with 
which he safely seals his windowless, 
cell-like home. Beavers need water 
as a medium of transportation for 
the logs with which they build their 
dams and their houses, and to help 
them collect and preserve their Win- 
ter food supply. It is their play- 
ground, their nursery, the scene of 
their courting and family life and 
the avenues of their workaday worid. 

The wonders that these animals 
work to insure their water supply 
are many and marvelous. Volumes 
could be written on the uncanny en- 
gineering skill they display in build- 
ings dams and in digging canals, 
either to lead water into a pond or 
to facilitate logging or food gath- 
ering operations from groves, both 
far and near. Beaver dams more 
than 2,000 feet in length are re- 
ferred to by Mr. Mills. In all these 
works the “entire population of a 
colony co-operate, with apparent. 
perfect understanding and a method- 
icainess that utterly defies the as- 
sumption that animals—or at teast 
the beaver—do not reascn from 
cause to effect. ‘* There is no ani- 
maj,”” writes Mr. Milla, ‘*-below man 
in the entire range of mammalia 
which offers to our investigation 
such a series of works or presents 
such remarkable material for study 
and fitustrations of animal psychol- 
ogy.” No reader of “‘In Beaver 
World “’ will be likely to take ixsue 
with the author on this assertion, 
And all readers who would be inter- 
ested in a fascinating pictare of 
beaver life will find the romance and 
the wonder of it incarnate in Mr. 
Mills’s book.

Contradictory but Charming.

The 
Parisian modisté paints them, glycer- 
ines them, grills them, uses them curled 
or uncurled, and allows them to droop 
down about the hair, the face, the 
ears, the eyes—anywhere they may hap- 
pen to give that effect of charm that 
the .millinery artist is always seeking. 
Coq feathers, too, are steddily gain- 
ing in favor among the. French, not 
only for the trimming for their hats, 
but to make the hats themselves. They 
are particularly ' bewitching. because 
they have that interesting droop ‘which, 
on the newer hats, is such a grave ne- 
cessity. ‘Coq feathers in natural 
colors not only reach the shoulders: as 
they fall away. from the hats which 
they trim, but they fall down below the 
shoulder line and carry the line on down 
over the arm. 

At Lucie Hamar’s there are fascinat- 
ing little Marquis turbans made of very 
supple kid trimmed with leather flowers. 
There are large ‘‘ cloches”’ of taffeta 
trimmed with bunches of pompoms of 
colored feathers, and there are toques 
made of ribbon ruchings edged with 
colored beads. All of these styles have 
been more than admired by all of the 
buyers who are bringing material home 
to America. 

Paris Hats Larger. 

Lewis makes the--loveliest of hats. 
Some of the trimmings there are original 
in the-extreme. -There is a shiny cel 
luloid trimming in.dead leaf shades that 
is most interesting. There are cut-out 
roses of leather mounted on blocked felt 
hats.

they usually have armholes at the side 
somewhere, but these slits can hardly 
be called Sleeves even by the wildest 
atretch of the imagination. They are 
often edged with fur around the lower 
edges, while the collar and cuffs repeat 
the warm trimming bands. 

A traveling wrap of putty colored 
duvetyne has banded trimming made of 
“maroon duvetyne, which constitutes a 
border at back only and makes a loosely 
draped collar that can be brought over 
the head in the manner of a hood when 
the occasion demands, Another wear- 
able model is made of a combination of 
gerge and satin, and it is possible to 
reverse this model so that at one time 
it looks like a woolen wrap and at 
another it has every evidence of being 
a silk wrap. A black velvet cape made 
for wear on more formal occasions has 
a strip of uncurled black Mongolian 
goat along its lower edge and’ rising into 

a point at the centre of the back. At 
ne Ra of the French maisons, too, whole 
wraps of this Mongolian fur are shown. 





There is a decided © ‘ahiiniing 3 this 
season toward three-piece costumes, 
which include, as their outer piece, a } 
sort of wrap. coat that ts sometimes 
long and sometimes short. There is a 
dress- made. of some woolly material or 
of one of the heavy. silks, and a cape 
to go’ with it that is made of the same 
material. The dréss is apt to be trimmed 
with a printed stlk or with a plain crépe 
de chine or satin, and then the cape 
section is lined with this same fabric, 
the whole combination making a cos- 
tume that is held together from tip to 
toe. Some of the shorter wraps of this 
character are made in a sort of baggy 
effect; that is, they are gathered on 
bands that hug about a line below the 
hips. ‘Then, worn with the dress-of the 
same material, the short wrap and the 
skirt of the dress leok almost like a 
long wrap with an upper section that 
is bloused, which, by the way, is a style 
in which many pf the longer wraps are 
developed. 

Chanel, for some seasons past, has 
shown a frock that is entirely plain and 
without a ray of trimming. It has short 
sleeves and a short skirt and is made 
of practically two straight pieces of ma- 
terial. To relieve the utter straightness, 
extra panels are set on somewhere. But, 
this season, to go with this sort of frock, 
Chanel is showing wraps of the same 
material—mostly in crépe or in heavy 
satin. Ofcourse these wraps are pad- 
ded and lined .so that they become warm 
ehough for practical Winter wear, and 
then they are provided with luxurious 
bandings of fur and even with pelerine 
tops of fur to give extra warmth and 
weight. These .wraps—and ‘sometimes 
they are coats—are kept on extremély 
straight lines with nont:of the volumi- 
nous fullness and drapings that are 
shown by other houses. One of the 
most interesting models of this sort is 
made of black charmeuse with « string 
girdle tied round the waistline. It: is 
given interest by a double tiered apron 
and the collar and cuffs are banded in 
fur. Taupes, grays and tans are the 
shades which Chanel uses ,for the de- 
velopment of these combingtion coat and 
dress suits. 

Many wraps of the Redingote type are 
seen among the new Paris offerings. 
These are especially good when it comes 
to wraps for évening wéar, as the lines 
seem to lend: themselves most readily 
to the proper display of sumptuous ma- 
terials. <A: striking évening model is 
made of black: vélvet with ‘a wide back 
extending into two panel. pleces which 
fold over the arms and allow the arms 
to come through without armholes.: The 
sides of the paneled sections are bound 
with sable and there is a sable collar, 
while the lining peeping through from 
under the panels shows itself to be a 
brilliant strip of cloth of gold. 

The evening wraps, taken as a whole, 
are of unending brilliancy of color. Bro- 
cades are uséd and metal materials in a 
wild profusion... Combined with these 
shining and beautiful fabrics are all 
sorts of sumptuous furs—for collars and 
cuffs or for whole top sections of capes 
or for scarf finish, and for many other 
original ways of trimming. When the 
cape’s material chooses to be dark and 
unassuming, then, | like- as not, it dis- 
closes a lining that ‘has all brilliance, and 
sparkle in contrast: to the, outside. There 
are linings of golden arid silver gauze, 
of dashing colors of chiffon, of Oriental 
printed materials, and even of embroi- 
deries. In fact, the evening wrap has 
come to be an expression of the height 
of the luxuriousness of the Parisian idea 
of what woman’s-fashions should be. 

Lace, that most popular of all trim- 
mings, is used on many of the evening 
capes and wraps. It is combined with 
all of the other fabrics at one time or 
another, and always with the greatest 
success and charm. One evening mantle 
is made of a dead old rose velvet, and 
is trimmed with a collar of Mongolian 
goat in beige which hangs down over a 
long, pointed flounce of silver lace. This 
makes a wrap that is strictly in Vene-- 
tian character, and which carries with 
it a wonderfully artistic charm. 

So wraps, instead of coats, shall for 
one more season be the popular things 
for street and all outdoor wear. Paris 
has decreed it, and so it shall be

Hats in the American genee. are in- 
clined to. be soft, and show a real ten- 
dency to fit closely over the head. There 
are.a good many varieties ofthe mush- 
room shape, both large and small, and 
these, while they do not show an over- 
supply of trimming, are none the less 
inclined to have something upon them 
which sticks out beyond the confines 
of the brim itself. There will be a bow 
of the same material or of ribbon or of 
wired silk, or there will be a feather of 
one sort or another.

It cannot possibly be imitated. It must 
be’ its own handsome self or nothing at 
all.

HE chief characteristic about the

Indeed, some of the couturiers have 
made quite a concession in this direc- 
tion and are showing necklines that are 
conservative, while other dressmakers 
Jhave,made'them as low as they dared 
to suit their particular type of clientele.

nance: The reorganization of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, the struggle for con- 
trol of the Northern Pacific Ratiroad, 
which terminated in the famous May 9 
“panic ’’ of 1901, and the opening of 
a world market for Japanese secur’ties. 
Of the three, the second’ stands out as 
the. most spectacular,. but the others 
were far greater achievements. They 
were constructive. The May 9 panic 
‘was not. , 

The real start of the banking genius 
came in 1875. Shortly before this. there 
had come to Néw York a group of Cin- 
cinnati merchants who had prospered 
exceedingly. Among them was Solomon 
Loeb, who 
dominant spirit of the banking house of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. It is incorrect to say 
that Kuhn, Loeb & Co. started as mer- 
ehants and manufacturers in Cincinnati. 
They didn’t. Some of the original part- 
mers, many of them in fact, had been 
merchants in that city, but the banking 
house of Kuhn, Loeb’ & Co. never has 
been anything but a banking house, and 
it was started in New York. 

In 1875 Jacob H. Schiff married the 
daughter of Solomon Loeb, Therese 
Loeb, and soon afterward he became a 
partner in the firm.

The Morgans 
hed James R. Keene for their chief 
market. operator, and opposed to him 
was Mr. Harriman. Behind Mr. Keene 
was J. P. Morgan and. behind Mr. Har- 
riman was Mr. Schiff: 

The stock market’ Had been active be- 
fore, but in the early Spring of 1901 it 
was more active than ever, and so far 
as the public was concerned there was 
no cloud in the sky. 

But still there were things going on 
underneath the surface which the public 
did not know about. The Morgan-Hill 
group had Great Northern and had ac- 
quired complete control . of Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy after their inability 
to get St. Paul. And both they and the 
Schiff-Harriman group were bidding for 
Northern Pacific. The situation was 
becoming uncomfortable for these pow- 
ers; and one day Mr. Schiff demanded 
of the Morgan-Hill combination that he 
and his a tes have representation 
in the Hill system and offered conces- 
sions on his own side. He was refused. 
THe fight went on. f 

That was the situation in the last week 
ét April, 1801. “The following week Mr. 
Hill, who had been ‘on very intimate 
terms with Mr. Schiff for many years; 
walked into the Kuhn, Loéb & Co. of- 
ficés and, it fs said, in a blustering 
manner announced what he and his as- 
sociates were going to do with Northern 
Pacific and their system. Mr. Schiff 
listened to him for'a time and then 
turned: to him and remarked: 

“In friendship to you, I think I should 
tell you that contro] of Northern Pacific 
is in that big safe behind you.”’

The “‘harmony’ of interest’’ idea, 
however, was not dead even after the 
“May 9 panic, There came the famous 
Northern Securities Corporation, which 
was to be a holding company for 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern. 
Very few legal experts expected - that 
company to withstand the tests of the 
courts; and in fact it did not. The 
Supreme Court ruled against it and it 
was dissolved. But in the dissolution 
control.of Northern Pacific, which had 
been won by the Schiff-Harriman in- 
terests, passed to the Morgan-Hill com- 
bination. .It was done in this ‘way: 
After the May 9. panic, in part settle- 
ment of the controversy, the 61 per 
cent. of Northern Pacific which Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. held was lodged with the 
Northern Securities Company, but in the 
dissolution this stock was not returned 
to its original holders. Instead, their 
Northern Securities certificates were ex-

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OMMENTS by radical newspapers 
on the Wall Street explesion have 
been collected by the Department 
of Justice.

AVE Manhattan's hotels de. luxe 
joined the merry on of 
those who _ thrill with public 
pride ‘at having passed thé peak 
of high prices? Are the famous 
-hostelries of this narrow island parading 
down the slope of recéding prices? 

Not yet, at least not if they. know it. 
The hotel men seem to be undecided, 
They are like Generals in the midst_of 
fighting.

The year 1893 is an especially inter- 


torial equivalent, filet of sole, cost 90 
centg.on Sept. 27, 1920—last Monday. 
Oysters have gone up considerably in 
the quarter of a century. Back in '93 
25 cents sufficed to pay for oysters on 
half shell, while 45 cents is needed this 
week. Soup, on the other hand, seems 
not to have varied excessively, for con+ 
somme celestine cost 40 cents in 1893, 
while consomme with Pannaquet celes- 
tine costs only 45 cents this week. Two 
words seem to have been added to the 





game soup, and the additional cost is 
only 5 cents. A whole chicken cost $2, 
twenty-seven years ago, and the price is 
$2.20. this. week. Beef more than 
doubled, as 60 cents sufficed to pay for 
‘roast beef in the first year of Grover 
Cleveland's second Administration, while 
$1.35 is required today. 

Some vegetables are unchanged—pota- 
toes,.for exaimple, still cost 25 centa, 
while others have, fluctuated. On the 
whole, vegetables seem to be cheaper 


possibly because of the improved ship- 
Ping methods which have been learned 
during recent years. Salads, ‘too, havé 
maintained fhe same level. Desserts are 
more éxpensive now, but the demitasse 
has remained at precisely the same 
figure.

"LL begin with. the time ‘ities we 
were obliged to givé up our big, 
comfortable quarters in Petrograd 
for four small reoms where we ee 
to live. Our family consisted. of 
my mother, I, dnd our servant, who 
was in the family for thirty-five years. 
Our quarters were located at the head 
of one of the leading streets, on which 
there was no longer any life, because 
not alone our street but the entire city 
was so lifeless and desolate that even 
the bridge produced grass-covered spots 
where the horses of the isvostchiks (cab- 
men) would browse. 

The inhabitants walked around with 
swollen ‘hands and faces bec.use of the 
lack of. fats; not surprising, because 
there was nothing at all to be had. The 
Bolshévist authorities did sothing but 
éstablish co-operative shops, from which 
the inhabitants rece:ved an eighth of a 
pound of bread a day and two herrings 
a week. But that cost only seventy-five 
kepeks. However, when the bread was 
eaten it did not suffice, and we had to 
sell our belongings im order to purchase 

food from the Bolsheviki secwetly. 

The prices Were ‘as follows: “Biack 
bread, 300 to 350 rubles per pound; dairy 
butter, 700 to 900 rubles per pound; beef, 
250 to 280 rubles per pound; sugar, 300, 
rubles. ‘These prices prevailed on Oct, 
1, 1919, and I think they must now be 
considerably greater. We had to sell 
clothes, furniture, crockery, furs, &c., 
to get food. For this purpose former 
ladies, ranging themselves along “the 
tharket fences, sell all they can dispose 
of. The discourse is entirely on one} 
theme—nourishment for tomorrow and 
recollections of good foods and pastry 
dishes.

Facts of the case seem to be these: 


In the good old days of the tounding 
main the Captain of the ship. used to 
consider himself master of. all he sur- 
veyed. from his”deck. Nowadays it is 
different. ine ° 

The Captain’ is master as long ‘as his 
erders meet with the approval of the 
members’ of the National Union of 
Ships’ Stewards, Cooks, Butchers and 
Bakers and the National Sailors and 
Firémen’s Union. ‘When officers’: orders 
meet with disapproval it is a debatable 
question who is master. 

The Cunard Line has an extensive 

agreement with both unions. Among 
other features, it is agreéd that trades- 
men shall not trespass upon brother 
tradesmen’s field of endeavor. Stew- 
-@rds) shall not fire the furnace, “et al. 
Once a general strike was threatened 
aboard the Maurétania when a steward 
screwed up a loose nut on a storage 
battery. The Cunard Line has also 

. agreed, it’ is said by labor men, that 
there will be but one dance on a voyage 
fm the main dining saloons, because the 
removal of the revolving chairs therein 
ds a fine large task, after stewards have 


seen sixteen hours’ of bringing lemons 
to the seasick, making beds and other- 
wise stewarding about the ship. 

On .the last voyage the head steward 
ordered the dining saloon chairs moved 
twice. The second time he ordered a 
dance the stewards struck. The ~head 
steward imported third class help from 
the hold. of the ship and moved the 
chairs anyway, A meeting of the Union 
of Ships’ Stewards, Cooks, Butchers and 
Bakers was called. It was decided that 
if those saloon chairs -were touched by 
third-class labor. again, the stewards 
would all quit” stewarding, the cooks 
wouldn’t cook, the bakers wouldn’t bake 
and the butchers would» cease butcher- 
ing. The Sailors and Firemen's Union 
held a meeting and announced that they 
would cease their respective callings out 
of. sympathy for the stewards, if need 
bev ; 

The ‘‘ showdown ’’ will come on the 
return trip, according. to spokesmen -of 
the unions. Friction in. port was tem- 
porarily ameliorated by the payment of 
a certain amount of ‘‘ overtime ’’ by the 
company. “But the unions are still de- 
termined to hold the line to its alleged 
agreement of one saloon dance per 
yoyage. :

union representative. 

Their platform was described as a 
series of “‘ don’t wants.’’ They don't 
want to go back to pre-war days, when 
dances were held every night and saloon 
chairs had to be removed’ daily;-or to 
work twenty-four hours a day; or to let 
any one else move those saloon chairs, 
including passéngers who volunteer to} 
move them; or to draw overtime pay for 
moving cliairs. They think one dance a 
trip in the saloon is enough; the crew 
does nicely without any dancing at all. 
And, finally, they dgn’t want’ dances in 
the saloon at all. They understand that 
the Cunard Line is planning to build 
glass windows around certain decks, to 
use them for dancing instead of the 
saloons. But if the company does not 
do that, and if it hearkens to demands 
of. dance-loving passengers who want 
more than one dance on.a voyage, there 
will be trouble, according to the union 
men. Both unions will go on strike with 
the stewards, the labor spokesmen on 
board say. 

Some. say it all depends upon the 
weather during the next voyage across | 
the Atlantic. Given high seas and much 
seasickness, with littie hankering ~~ to 
dance, and the seafarers’ industrial cri- 
sis may blow over; given smooth seas, 
the prospect of peace, in the opinion of 
the workers, is not good.

League as Campaign Issue. 

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Cox wish to make 
the League, with, Article X., the great 
issue tn the campaign. There are in the 
community a goodly number of people 
who think the League the most impor- 
tant question before the American peo- 
ple, and many of them will accept the 
academic but futile issue and vote for 
Mr. Cox. There are others equally in- 
terested in the League who will think 
it wiser to vote for Mr. Harding on the 
ground that the only hope for securing 
the League at all is without Article X., 
and therefore is in the election of the 
Republican candidate, who voted twice 
for the League without that article. 
s2s 

The most serious complaint friends of 
the League of Nations may justly make 
against Mr. Wilson is that he has tired 
the American people of the League and 
the issues growing out of it. * * * It 
is always difficult to. arouse the Ameri- 
can people to the commanding import- 
ance of any general question as to our 
foreign relations. ‘They have enjoyed 
freedom from anxiety as to other na- 
tions and cherished the Washington and 
Jefferson policy of isolation as saving 
them from trouble. The League is un- 
doubtedly a departure from these tradi- 
tions.. I believe it to be a necessary de- 
parture which cannot be avoided, and 
that the war demonstrated this. ‘The 
people were disposed to this view. But 
the‘course of the President has let the 
most favorable opportunity to fix them 
in that view go by. 

Neither Mr. Wilson nor Mr. Cox is 
ikely, therefore, to succeed in making 
the League the leading issue in the 
Campaign in the sense that it will con- 
trol the ‘election. Indeed, it will be

A Republican victory will 
mean chiefly that the people are tired 
of Mr. Wilson’s method of government, 
of which his course in respect to the 
Leagué is only one characteristic. My 
own judgment is that the Democratic 
management will find that the League 
issue on Article X. is not a winning one, 
and that it will gradualiy transfer the 
fight to the field of domestic ques-

Mr. Wilson has appointed many per- 
sons of socialistic tendency to office and 
power. The Assistant Secretary of Labor 
and the Commissioner of Immigration at 
New York were of this kind: His selec- 
tion of Mr. Herron and Mr. Bullitt: to 
represent him in Russia with the Bolshe- 
viki was another instance, The support 
which the socialistic New Republic gave 
Mr. Wilson until he went to Paris and 
his preferment of individuals from the 
stoup who guide the course of that 
periodical were another: His improper 
interference in the Mooney murder case 
and in that of another anarchist mur- 
derer in Utah, and both at the request 
of radical laborites and Socialists, is an- 
other instance of his acting under

-_ Misapprehension — Removing 
“Taint of Charity” 


By MARY A. STEER, 
Supervisor, Boards. of Child Welfare, 
State Board of Charities. : 
Legislature. of. 1916: laid upon 
the counties of New York State 
an important and difficult task, 
namely, the conservation of child 
life through © the payment of 
regular sums to widowed mothers/who 
are in need of financial assistance in 
caring for their dependent minor chil- 
dren in their own homes. Chapteng228 
of the Laws of 1915, under which this 
aid is administered, is commonly known 
as .the widows’ pension law. “This 


is a misnomer, and has had the un-| 


fortunate result- of creating a ee 
misapprehension concerning the law, to 
the effect that it provides a general pen- 
sion fund: from which every “widow is 
entitled to payments in much the same 
way as, under the specfal povision made 
for men in service in the World. War, 
Federal soldiers were entitled to pen- 
sions. 

As a matter of fact, the centre of in- 
terest in this law is the child and its 
broad purpose is to fill the breach which 
the removal of the ‘natural breadwinner 
makes in the family, so that the chil- 
dren may develop into healthy adults 
who shall be’ self-respecting, and_ self- 
supporting and eventually return-in good 
citizenship to the community the money 
invested in them in childhood. *‘Mothers’ 
aid"’ or _‘“mothers’ stance’’ are 
titles used in other States for this‘relief, 
and the word used in our own law to 
refer to such. an amount as may be 
granted thereunder to.a mother for. the 
care and support of her dependent chil- 
dren is ‘‘ allowance.’’ The word ‘‘ pen- 
sion ’’ is not mentioned in the statute, 
and should not be used in the process of 
carrying out its provisions.

MARKET GREATLY OVERSOLD |.” 


Monopollzed Item Shows Least Gain, 
While Uncontrolled ttem 
Shows Greatest.

With a view to making an accurate 
and visible comparison of pre-war and 
present day prices of electrical equip- 
ment materals, some fifty different 
standard types of electrical matertal 
' entering Into the equipment of average 
types of building projects in balanced 
proportions have been assembled. 

Actual sales and contract records have 
been consulted covering these items as 
of January, 1914, and September, 1920, 
to ‘insure preciseness of detail. 

Estimates made trom the records as 
compiled by the Mayor’s Housing Con- 
ference Committee place the advance in 
the price of eelctrical wiring materials 
and fixtures as 125 per cent. in the pe- 
riod stated. As a matter of: fact the 
gain was only 86.8 per cent., while the 
labor used fm installing these materials 
at the building advanced 116.5 per cent. 

The totals in. the computation, based 
upon actual recorded prices prevailing 
+ fm this market, show an index figure of 
$0,070.17 for January, 1914, and $16,- 
962.49 as representing September, 1920, 
which means an advance of 86.8 per 
cent. 

‘The cost to the owner of a building for 
assembling these materials, is more 
dlearly revealed when recourse is made 
to the wage scales prevailing in those 
two periods. On Dec, 31, 1913, the elec- 
trician received $4.50 a day and his 
helper $1.50 to $2.20. In September, 
1920, the electrician received $9 a day 
and his helper $5.50. Working in teams, 
thereforé, the cost to the home builder 
was $6.70 per day, excluding entirely 
from the estimate the $1.50 sub-assist- 
ant,. whereas the owner pays the elec- 
triclan and his helper today $14.50. 

In working out the details of the elec- 
trical index there were two other items 
that developed surprises for the layman 
not thoroughly conversant with the 
causes of price movements in the build- 
ing material and equipment. markets, 
eapecially in the light of the tense pop- 
ular interest in the subject. 

At first perusal.of some of the vague 
statements that have recently appeared, 
the inferénce is tacitly invited that a 
combination or other sinister influence 
has “been at work to keep the price of 
materials at high levels, thus adding 
to the cost of those items of equipment 
that nowadays make up a modern home, 
@ffice building or factory. But the-dis- 
covery made in preparing the data for 
this article disproves this thecry. 

Of all .the 3,000 items that embrace 
building material and equipment that 
may enter into the erection or comple- 
tion of a modern structure for the habi- 
tation of humans, at work, play, or rest, 
there is probably none that comeg near- 
er to a controlled article, both In manu- 
facture, patent condition and distribut- 
ing method, than the thoroughly fam- 
iliar Magda incandescent lamp. Yet 
this item shows the smallest percentage 
ef increase in price since 1914 of any 
item in the entire Lst of fifty types 
making up the computation. 


On the other hand, thé item of lock-. 


ae a commodity employed in tremen- 
ae ee in all types of high- 
grade building construction work, a ma- 


terial which all men in the elg¢ctrical 
ine know is made by both small and 
large manufacturers in the electrical 
supply industry, ‘as well as out of it, 
al} over the country—anu item entirely 
‘ without even a possibility of price con- 
trol, gentlemen‘s agreement of under- 
‘gtanding, because the product in ques- 
tion is made almost entirely out of 
waste material—shows the largest per- 
centage of price increase over the period 
elited among all the fifty types on the 
list. 

No explanation of this phenomena is 
made at this time, neither is any theory 


advanced as to the, causes responsible 


for this paradox. The fact as it has 
been proved to exist is merely stated. 
‘The public. is prone to look at a total, 
unsupported by the controlling factors 
oreating it, and rush to the concl 
that {illicit profits have been taken 
of a. given commodity, An example, 
typical of many hundreds that could be 
eited in this article, will suffice.

represented by all these manufacturers, 
turning suddenly to another type of 
electrical material, robbed one type of 
construction. and surfeited the other. 
Never in the history of the American 
constructionsindustry can a situation be 
recalled where a large building project 
of the skyscraper type, we might say, 
ctually forced to stop operations 


otherwise insignificant’ electrical: parts. 
It is nevertheless a fact today that 
there are many such structures that 
have been compelled to wait, and hun- 
dreds more will also be compelled to 
wait, before suitable electrical material 
can be obtained from the prostrate fac- 
tories of the land. In the single item 
of electrical conduit alone, some of the 
largest buyers of electrical equipment in 
the world are. millions of feet behind 
their immediate requirements. 

At the time the armistice was signed 
cancellations of orders swept the elec- 
trical supply manufacturing industry 
just as hard as they swept the othér 
basic building material producers. It Is 
a matter of common knowledge among 
business men that manufacture cannot 
stop instantly upon the slackening of 
demand. There is present always the 
human element. Manufacturers dislike 
to disrupt ‘their - organizations, often 
built up at great cost of time and ef- 
fort, not to mention subsequent wastage 
through ee of substitute men 
and women. 

So, when the Giecntnie demand for 
exposed electrical material began to 
wane, manufacturers followed the blind 
hope that perhaps construction would 
start from another dngle, that private 
building enterprise would promptly take 
up the slack. ’ 

’ For a Short period after the turn of 
the year 1919 the smaller, as well ag 
some. of the larger, electrical material 
manufacturers began to close certain 


departments of their plants. They could 
not gauge the market’s requirements. 
Besides, they could not get their old or- 
ganizations,together. They could have 
manufactured é¢conomically with experi- 
enced and trained workmen. Such labor 
as was available was indifferent, “inef- 
ficient and insatiable for more money. 

Gradually, in*’the middle of 1919 the 
investment of fireproof type of building 
began to go ahead, calling for the con- 
cealed type of: electrical equipment, a 
type, it must be remembered, that was 
‘still practically ‘out of the market. No 
stocks were on hand, and in most cases 
ho raw material was available with 
which to manufacture it. 

Producers of these commodities began 
to feel their way back, buying cautious- 
ly and with due regard te a fickle mar- 
ket aggravated .by strikes, railroad 
transportation difficulties and fuel short- 
age further shutting off. their supplies 
of raw materials. In the meantime the 
demand for the commercial type of 
buildings took upon itself something of 
trié ‘nature of a stampede, where counter- 
bidding for electrical factory output pre- 
dominated. It resulted in the booking 
of orders far into the future, but with 
delivery dates unguarranteed because 
of. the fuel and car situation, which is 
still an unknown quantity. 

The situation existing in those depart- 
ménts of the electrioal material manu- 
facturing industry where steel was a 
factor became, at about the same time; 
extremely - bad. Truck haulage over 
hundreds of miles of bad roads resulted 
in charges often. involving an amount 
equal to! the cost of the transported 
material. 

Phese charges have. been absorbed 
either by the manufacturer in increased 
price of finished material or by jobbers 
and supply dealers at prieés that would 
have been prohibitive prior to the war, 
but which represented the only means 
of getting the supplies to the job and 
keeping their customers going. 

During all these months, especially 
those of the present year, the cost of 
labor steadily ascended until at the pres- 
ent time there are definite fndications 
that the top Is being ‘reached.’ The ques- 
tion is asked: ‘‘ Are prices heading 
higher, tending lower, or do present 
levels presage a price plateau? ’’ 

The answer rests upon conditions at 
the scene of manufacture during the 
forthcoming year, but as far as the con- 





sumer’s expectations are concetned he}: 


must temper his’ hopes of great price 
réductions with the knowledge that the 
electrical supply market is vastly over- 
sold until well past the turn of 1921. 
The supply house or jobber has been 
-recelving exposed types of electrical 
material, but finding that it does not 
move when he gets it in stock he is be- 
coming anxious. His-hopes are centred 
upon the housing demand, but it still 
seems visionary to him. He can see 
only little progress in that direction. 
Meantime he starts shading his prices 
here and there, but, finding that this 
plan dees him no good, he is becoming 
pessimistic.

830° MILES OF TRACK TO RAPID TRANSIT SYSTEMS 


Work to Caves: Period of Twenty- -five Years and Cost $350, 000, 000-—New Lines. and 
Extensions Would Provide for a Population of Nine sec a and me 
Carry Five Billion Passengers | 
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Plans for extending the rapid transit 
system so that it will accommodate the 
growth of population for the next 
twenty-five years were completed tast 
week by Daniel L. Turner, chief engi- 
neer in the office of John H. Delansy, 
Transit Construction Commissioner. 

It is comprehensive in’ every particu- 
lar, especially in the matter of laying 
out the proposed new lines and exten- 
sions so that they will radiate from the 
heart of Manhattan and touch every 
section of the city with the view of dis- 
tributing population and of developing 
areas heretofore neglected because of 
their distance from transportation lines. 

The plan provides for 830 miles of sin- 
gle track to ‘be added to the present 616 
miles of subway and elevated lines. At 





pre-war prices the estimated cost of the 
completed plan is $175,000,000 and at 
present prices $350,000,000, exclusive of 
equipment. Therefore, Mr. Delaney ex- 
plains: ‘‘ It is not intended that the com 
prehensive scheme as laid out in its en- 
tirety will be undertaken. at ohce, but 
that it should be proceeded with gradu- 
ally and continuously. 

‘For the twenty-five-year program, 
based on present-day utilization of 
traccks and pfesent type of equipment, 
the ‘proposed additional trunk lines 
wouki be able to develop a capacity of 
approximately 5,000,000,000 pessengers 
per year. Lad 

The projected lines and extensions to 


existing lines: wherever they may orig-; 


inate in outlying boroughs are laid sata teal

This heart, from the transit view- 
point, is the eight square miles in Man- 
hattan south of Central Park. between 
Second and Tenth Avenues.

Recent Broadway Purchase, by Harriman Interests, N ear the New Cunard Structure, 


“an Object Lesson of Recent Trade Expansion—T all Building for

New York City is. rapidly - becoming 
the shipping centre of the ‘world. 
Mercantile business, in the. area con- 
tiguous to. the Battery, has witnessed a 
remar. kable expansion since the out- 
break of-the Buropean war, and to this 
causé is dua a large part of the realty 
and building activity in the lower part 


}of Manhattan Island during the last 


three years. Several new structures for 
large shipowning companies have al- 
ready gone up, others are in process of 
const tion, and many firms in the 
ocean-carrying trade have purchased 
properties or leased large space in ex- 
isting buildings. 

Additional evidence of the great ef&- 
pangion in the shipping trad of New 
York was recently given in the purchase 
for more than $2,000,000 of the prop- 
erty at 35 to 39 Broadway by the, W.- 
A. Harriman shipping interests. ‘the 
building, a five-story structure, lately re- 
modeled in an attractive manner by the 
Gaston, Williams & Wigmore Company, 
is one of the attractive lower Lroadway 
structures, 
a large amount of war. business, will 
leave its downtown quarters before the 
end of the year and move near the 
‘Bimes Square district, occupying, under 
a long lease, three floors in the new 
Buckley-Newhall Building; on the south- 
west corner. of Sixth Avenue and Forty- 
first Street. The new Harriman ship- 
ping building has .a frontage of nearly 
ninety feet on Broadway and. extends 
On the north 
it adjoins the old Hamburg-American 
building, which was purchased last year 
by the United States Shipping Board. 

The Harriman Building is just north of 
Morris Street, and on the south corner 
of that small thoroughfare and Broad- 
way work is progressing rapidly on 
the twenty-two-story Cunard Building 
which, when completed, will be one of 
the monumental structures in the lower 
part’ of the city.. The stone, work on 
the two lower stories has already been 
placed, and. the steel work in some sec- 
tions is up to the sixteenth story. May 
1, next, has been announced as the time 
when it will be ready for occupancy, but 
so rapid has been the construction work 
that it would not surprise the owners to 
see the big edifice ready a month earlier. 
It removed the ancient and interesting 
Stevens House which, eighty years ago, 
was Delmonico’s Hotel. If is the largest 
operation now going forward in that 
quarter, the -plot having an area of 
48,400 square feet, or barely 3,000 square 
feet less than the Equitable Building 
block.

ENGLISH ESTATES 


Home of Sir Richard Morgan, 
Who Condemned Lady Jane 
Grey, in the Market. 


ONCE SEAT OF JOHN BRIGGS 


Onetime Owner of Blackbrooke Was 
Sentenced to Death as Forger, 
but Escaped. 


Several fine English estates have been 
announced for sale in the English papers 
this month. One of the most iriteréesting, 
historically, is the estate which was once 
the home of Sir,,Richard Morgan, the 
Judge who cofidemned Lady Jane Grey 
to death, an act which is said to have 
so preyed on his mind that he became 
The estate is known as Black- 
brooke, in Monmouthshire, England, and 
recent owners have enlargéd its es- 
sions to about 20,000 acres. ‘Tradition 
records that .the place takes its name 
from an order of Black Monks, who once 
lived there. 

Sir Richard Morgan was a Welshman 
who rose to eminence as a lawyer, be- 
came a member of the bar in 1527, was 
electéd Recorder of Gloudester in 1548, 
and was returned. member for that city 
in both Parliaments of Edward VI. ‘Be- 
ing a Catholic he was attached to the) 
Princess Mary, and in 1557 he was com- 
mitted to the Fleet for hearing mass in 


} her chapel. 


In the eighteenth century Blackbrooke 
was the seat of Sir John Briggs, who 
had assumed the baronetcy, although 


4 he had but a doubtful right to the title] 
ton the death of Sir Hugh Briggs of 


Houghton, Salop. Sir John, in.1796, was 
tried with others for the forgery of the 
will of the ‘Rev. Henry Lewis, and was 
sentenced to death. However, he es- 
caped, and was said to have,lived in 
Aisguise in the neighborhood of Black- 
brooke for years afterward. Colonel the 
Hon.- John Lindsay, seventh son of 
James, fifth Earl of Balcarres, built the 
present house and planted most of the |- 
ornamental trees.

Up to the end of September this year 
the total number of aliens who have 
arrived at American ports, more than 
95 per cent. of them at New York, ap- 
proximates since Jan. 1 last nearly .600,- 
000 persons and it is generally believed 
that before the end of the year the 
number will have increased to more 
than 800,000, with morg than a 1,000,000 
outlook for 1921. -In June, 1920, a lit- 
tle more than three times as many im- 
migrants landed as did in June of the 
preceding’ year, while in July of this 
year about 75,000 arrived, as compared 
with about 82,000 in. July, 1919, and in 
August of this year 74,000 landed, as 
compared to about 33,000 in the same 
month last year.

That Recall Cruelties 
quois Indians Described 
: by a Polish Woman. 


tee of Capture of City by 
Denikin’s. Troops. 


Dr. Henry Arctowski of the Polish Le- 
. gation at Washington, ‘who has recently 
returned from a trip to ‘Warsaw, said 
yesterday at his home, in Yonkers, that 
he had just received from the President 


of the Anti-Bolshevist Leagie in: War- 


Saw the copy of a letter from Mrs, 
Theodore Straszynska, in which she de- 
scribes the atrocities that she was an 
eyewitness of during the inyasion of 
Poland by the Bolshevist forces. The 
letter, written in answer to appeals 
Made by the Anti-Bolshevist League to 
the people of Poland to send them docu- 
mentary proofs concerning these crimes, 
‘ reads, in part: 

“1 am the wife of a volunteer who 
went to fight for his country. More 
than half a year ago we fied, under the 
fire of Bolshevist guns, from Kiev, 
‘where we had spent a whole year un- 
der the rule of those térrible barbarians, 

“ During the year I stayed in Kiev I 
did not have a single real night’s rest. 
My heart was beating in mortal anguish 
@ach time.I heard the buzzing of the 
military motor cur of the Bolshevist 
Commissioners lest they would come for 
my husband er some one of my friends. 
Woe to the individual at whose door 
that car stopped. He was carried away 
and no excuses, no proofs that he was 
not the man the Bolsheviki were search- 
ing for, were of any avail, because the 
“main purpose of the persecutors was 
but to arrest and murder as many per- 
s0nS as possible and. especially as large 
@ humber of Poles as possible. 

“The arrested persons were carried 
to 5. Sadova Street. This was a villa 

‘situated in a garden, formerly the. prop- 
erty of some ‘ bourgeois.’ The house 
had a deep cellar, a wood houge and 
stables. It was a comfortable place and 
sufficiently out of the way for the Bol- 
sheviki to establish in it thé mysterious 

’ and bloody slaughter house df their in- 
quisition. ‘The victims were thrown into 
the dark and damp cellar without any 
court. proceedings, without any investi- 
gation. 

“There was in that house of the 
_ Chrezvychayka ’ a cellar filled with a 
shallow stratum of water in which the 
victims were kept day and night during 
whole weeks. There was also a room, 
“the room, of light,’ several yards 

square, in which electric arc lights of 
tremendous power were. steadily burn- 
ing, blinding the victims,. who were kept 

under that torture for weeks and months. 

There was also a room called the ‘ dush- 
naya kamera’ (the suffocating room), in 
which 100 persons were packed so close 
that they could only stand. There was 
No space to sit down and .no ventilation 
whatever, and the victims were suf- 


focating and fainting in standing po-|, 


sition, 


“There were algo steam baths where bra 
enormous hollers, people were! $2 


thrown ‘alive and cooked until they died. 
There were rooms in which the hands 
and feet of. the victims. were placed 
upon red hot iron pletes.to compel them 
to confess the names of their anti- 
communistic friends. As a matter of 
fact, the victim could not make any con- 
feasion, for under such terrific pain any 
one would lose consciousness. 

“ But this was not the Hmit to the 
torture. There was still worse.’ For in- 
stance, the unfortunate victims were 
skinned alive, and their wounds were 
then exposed to the action of smoke. 
Or they were prodded with forks of spe- 
cial construction and their brains bored 
into and through. A man was hung by 
@ ropé, then this was cut and the vic- 
tim fell upon a nail-studden plank. Peo- 
ple were also seated on nail-studded 
chairs, their ears, fingers and noses cut 
off with a hatchet, and their fingernails 
torn out with pliers. This was done 
_ with especial skill by one Sonia, the exe- 
eutioner of the Kiev ‘ Chretvychayka,’ 
who was caught by the Denikin Gov- 
ernment and compelled to confess with 
the help of relatively light tortures. She 
described all these tortures practiced be- 
fore a Denikin court. Her confessions 
Were repeated to me by a friend who 
was on the staff of the prosecuting at- 
torney of. Denikin’s Government, and 
reported. jn detail. by Kiev papers, at 
the time Denikin’s men were busy 
». rounding up.the Communists. , 

“The tortures I spoke of were wit- 
_nessed with delight by Bolshevist Com- 
- missioners resting on hammocks in the 

garden of the villa. The murdered and 
those still breathing were then thrown 
into the cellar, where some of the vic- 
tims recuperated after weeks and some 
died of their wounds. The bodies of the 
dead were left lying among the living, 
and they were suffocated. 


‘All these documents are absolutely | 


ivélable. They consist of confessions of 
Communists who were caught by Deni- 
kin and of reports of persons who 
-were themselves subjected to the de- 
scribed ‘tortures of the ‘ Chrezvy-| 
chayka** and escaped ‘miraculously. I 
shall give here the names of two of 
them, Messrs. Poplawski and Sekowski, 
who did not object to such publicity. 
‘* After the capture of Kiev by Gen-

TOKIO, Oct. 2 (Assodgiated Press).— 
The .America-Japan. Society. has. ap- 
pointed a committee to consider possi- 
ble steps .to be taken to improve the 
Yrelations of the two countries, and 
some idea prevails of ‘dispatching 4 
delegation. to the United States. The 
Executive Councils of the American As- 
sociations of Tokio, Yokohama and Kobe 
also are deliberating on the American 
question. Some officials in Japan favor 
sending a special commission of Japanese 
to the United States as soon as possi- 
ble, although the position such a com- 
mission would be expected to have is 
vague and undefined. 

The impression exists here that Japan 
is preparing to propose a joint high 
commission as a last resort in the event 
of failure of the diplomatic pourparlers 
to find a solution of the California ques- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.— Evidence ofa 
Japanese desire for complete domina- 
tion of the*Chinese Eastern Railway, 
now administered by an interallied com- 
mission, was reported ‘to.the Chinese 
Government in a .recent m&morandum 
by a commission of inquiry sent to Man- 
churia and Siberia. A copy received to- 
day in diplomatic circles is dated July 
28, 1920, and shows that it was ‘pre- 
pared by a commission of three coun- 
sellors to the Chinese Government, con- 
sisting of an American, a French and 
a British representative. 

The commission declared that from 
evidence collected as to bandit raids in 
the vicinity of the railroad, which spans 
the Chinese provizice of Manchuria, it 
was ‘“‘plain that certain , bands were 
armed with Japanese guns,”’ and “ that 
@ foreign influence is page te in favor 
of the bandits for the evident purpose 
of destroying’ Chinese authority. 

The Japanese. had neglected no oc- 
casion, the commission reported, to in- 
teryene in the explotation the road, 
to keep watch over the traffic, to inter- 
fere in the policing of the raliroad and 
to install themselves on the grounds and 
in the buildings of the company. 

Commenting on Japan’s announcement 
of her intention of_evacuating the Trans- 
Baikal, the commission stated that the 
technical interallied bureau of Harbin 
was taking measures to hasten the with- 
drawal of the Japanese troops. “It is 
impossi ble,” the memorandum continued 
“to foresee whether the Japanese will 
evacuate all the territory to the west of 
Harbin and will retire to Japan ‘all the 
troops thus withdrawn, or: whether they 
will maintain a part of these troops 
either in northern orf southern Man- 
churia. 

“It is indispensable to clear the coun- 
try along the Chinese Eastern Railway 
of the brigands which infest it, but it 
ought to be added that after the evidence 

given by the local authorities this 
danger is bound to disappear as soon ag 
the Japanese have evacuated the region.’’
